The end of confusion has ar¬ 
rived; Bay State anglers will 
luive a single opening day for 
the start of fishing season next 
spring. Fishing in streams and 
ponds will commence on the third 
Saturday of April, The date in 
3 9G4 is April 18,. and precedes 
njost school spring vacations. 

The decision to set the opening 
day on the third Saturday of 
Api-il was made by the state fish¬ 
eries and game board, following a 
public hearing held at the Divi¬ 
sion’s Westboro field headquar¬ 
ters recently. 

State game director Francis 
W. Sargent pointed out that 
trout stocking studies have prov¬ 
en that trout released during pe¬ 
riods of high spring runoff are 
mostly lost and that this prompt¬ 
ed the former late opening on 
streams. However, division policy 
calls for stocking trout when the 
•waters are i*eady to receive them, 
without regard for the season 
date. Sargent reminded delegates 
that the Division will continue to 
stock when the waters are most 


[suitable; stocking will be adjust¬ 
ed to the condition of the water 
^ rather than to the season date 
: Sportsmen will be kept-informed 
of the status of individual 
streams. 

Despite the bad weather and 
gale winds battering the fisher¬ 
men on Martha’s Vineyard fish 
are pouring in to the judges for 
entry on the li.sts. 60 Bass and 
12 Bluefish were weighed in after 
the first nine hours of the Derby 
competition. The adverse weath¬ 
er has socked the fishing boats 
in the harbors but the fishing 
has been tremendous. The first 
full day of fishing produced 81 
bass and 16 blues.
